Reed (R-NY) chair- 
man of the ways and means com- 
mittee which handles social secur- 
ity bills, said he doubts the wis- 
dom of expanding the system now. 

Reed has appointed Rep. Curtis 
(R-Neb) chairman of a _ special 
subcommittee to make a com- 
plete new study of the system and, 
as Reed put it, “get the bugs out 
of it.”” Reed said he didn’t expect 
this study to be completed in time 
to enact legislation this year. 

Curtis, in a minority report on a 
bill which added about 11 million 
persons to the system in 1950, 
termed the present plan “‘grossly 
unsound .. ineffective .. hopeless 

.. totally unmoral.”’ 


SUBSTITUTE SYSTEM 


The Nebraskan proposed a sub- 
stitute system which would pay 
uniform benefits to everyone at 
retirement age or over, without 
regard to wage levels, need or 
contributions. 

These benefits would be financed 
by adding a flat percentage rate 
to income taxreturns.Each year’s 
benefits would be paid from the 
current year’s revenue. 

Under the present system, a 1% 
per cent payroll tax on both work- 
ers and employers goes into a re- 
serve fund.

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The Minimum Is 
Now Inadequate 


The Legislature has gone home with- 
out finding the funds. for the 10 per 
cent raise in teacher's’ pay, The Geor- 
gia Education Association, which re- 
quested the raise, begins its session in 
Atlanta Wednesday. 

It strikes us that if the two groups 
could have met together for ‘a common 
discussion of school problems, much 
good could have been accomplished. 
In fact, Georgia’s schools are the con- 
cern of every Georgian, not of just the 
teachers and the State Legislature. 

Our greatest failure seems to be a 
lack of co-ordinated planning toward 
a program that will meet the needs of 
Georgia and Georgia’s children. 

The Minimum Foundation Program 
for Education was planned in 1946, 
based on known and anticipated needs 
then and the cost of the program was 
computed in the dollar values of 1947. 
It was not until five years later, with 
the 1951-52 school session; that it was 
financed. But the minimum of 1946 
had become the inadequate of 1952. An 
unexpectedly high birth rate and infla- 
tion made it so. 

The teachers were justified in ask- 
ing for a cost-of-living raise. 

The 90,000 more children from 1 to 
5 years of age than there were six years 
ago have made all other minimum plans 
seem meager indeed. 

Will these extra children, more than 
12,000 each year, have classrooms? Will 
they have teachers? Can Georgia as- 
sume the additional financial burden 
it must assume if the minimum is to be 
made adequate? 

Those are the questions such able 
school administrators as DeKalb Coun- 
ty’s Supt: Jim Cherry are now asking. 

To take care of these 90,000 extra 
children adequately would require an 
expenditure of $45,000,000 in school 
buildings and equipment in the next 
six years, Mr. Cherry tells us. The ad- 
ditional teachers needed would require 
about $10,000,000. Are we moving fast 
enough to meet the need? 

It- seems to us that the people of 
Georgia should think’ on these things. 
Let’s revive the civic groups that stud- 
ied and promoted the Minimum Foun- 
dation Program and plan together to 
meet the needs adequately for at least 
a 10-year period. s 

And again we quote Jim Cherry: 
“Children cannot delay becoming 6 
years old and ready for the first grade: 
neither can growing boys and girls wait 
to become high school age. The needs 
of children must be served today if the 
future of this state and nation is to be 
insured.”

Jury Report Indicates 
Further Probe Needed 


The retiring Fulton County ‘grand 
jury has made a significant report. The 
presentments indicate the next jury has 
its work cut out for it. 

_ The jurors charge that in the ad- 
ministration of the State Patrol garage 
there has been laxity and irregularity 
intolerable in any department and espe- 
cially so in law enforcement. 

The grand- jury reports a lack of 
accountability for state property and it 
charges that private automobiles have 
been repaired and carpentering has been 
done for private individuals by state 
employees. 

We are not surprised at these reve- 
lations. The recent resignation of two 

pervisors at the garage, at the re- 
quest of Governor Talmadge, and the 
voluntary resignation of the State Patrol 
director were hints that all was not 
well with the trooper organization. 

Surely the incoming grand jury will 
continue the probe with a careful, close 
and complete look into all State Patrol 
operations. 

On county affairs, the grand jury 


charges that the Fulton County man-. 
agement is letting expenses get out of | 


hand in relation to income. While not 
opposing a cost-of-living increase for 
county employees, the jurors remind 
that government cannot spend more and 
more money. without ene more 
and more taxes. 

The presentments reveal that over 
the last five years the county has lost 
$500,000 in uncollected taxes, most of 
it in the tax on automobiles. The find- 
ing points up a condition general in the 
state—loopholes in the law that let 
thousands dodge taxes due on their cars. 

The hole must be plugged. 

The jury ¢riticizes the county, too, 
for laxity in property accountability 
and it suggests that the county manage- 
ment look to cutting costs and increas- 
ing efficiency.

than it needs, that some departments 
actually have more than before the Plan 
of Improvement. Certainly we are not 
convinced that the county management 
has made an earnest attempt to make 
the savings possible under the plan.

into the size of county payrolls:

In the news Saturday were two 
stories which well illustrate the predic- 
ament of the South. 

In Washington unconfirmed reports 
had it that Sen.

Carolina would not be broadcast na-

This has aroused the- legislators. 
They think it is racial propaganda and 
that hearing the song might lead to 
racial inter-marriage and. a lowering 
of the purity of the races. 

Senator Russell and other Southern- 
ers who seek to have the South turn its 
best face to the nation will Rave diffi- 
culty getting around this newest ex- 
ample of why the South is vulnerable 
to criticism. 

The story will get nationwide pub- 
licity, which may be the reason, al- 
though we trust not, why the state- 
ments were made. But the point is 
that Georgia is placed in a ridiculous 
position.

must learn to hate. Babies aren’t born 
with hate as an instinct. They do pick 
up hatreds. 

For all its banality, the song from 
“South Pacific” basically states a truth. 
Surely it is not too late for common 
sense to direct our actions.

‘GOP Wrestles 
With Promises » 


WASHINGTON—In the light-of some of 
the loose talk they engaged in during the 
presidential campaign, the Republicans are 
being plagued by two developments that 
have come to a head during the past 
few days. 

One concerns the subject of a balanced 
federal budget, reduced government spend- 
ing and lower taxes—all of which are tied 

up together in pretty 
much -the same pack- 
age.» The other has to 
do with secret agree- 
ments alleged to have 
been negotiated by the 
preceding Roosevelt and 
Truman administrations 
during and immediately 

after the late war. 
In the 1952 party 
platform and in the 
viiiees election campaign that 
followed, Republican orators made much 
of these subjects as leading issues. As re- 
gards the secret agreements, the platform, 
for example, pledged the party to “‘repudi- 
ate all commitments contained in secret 
understandings such as those of Yalta,” 
which, it was claimed, had aided Commu- 
nist enslavement of the peoples of East- 

ern Europe. 

And on the score of reduced government 
expenditures, most of the Republicans went 
so far as to promise a $10,000,000,000 slash 
at the minimum, with pledges for immedi- 
ate tax relief. 

But after being in office for little more 
than a month and viewing things from the 
inside, the new Eisenhower administration 
is beginning to discover the facts of life. 

Various top administration officials in 
going over the new budget submitted by 
former President Truman shortly before 
leaving office have discovered, somewhat 
to their embarrassment, that the Truman 
budget was a pretty tight document, after 
all. 

The situation regarding the promised 
repudiation of the ‘‘secret agreements” is 
no more pleasing. The fact of the matter 
is, as it has now come to light, that there 
were no. such agreements in the sense that 
the GOP platform and party workers spoke 
of them. . All of our commitments with the 
Russians at Yalta and Potsdam called for 
the very opposite treatment of the enslaved 
peoples. 

Even President Eisenhower has had ‘to 
backtrack on the question a bit. In his State 
of the Union message to Congress he an- 
nounced that he would ask for passage of 
a resolution ‘‘making clear that this gov- 
ernment recognizes no kind of commitment 
contained in secret understandings of the 
past... which permit this kind of enslave- 
ment.’’ But when the resolution was pre- 
pared by the White House and sent to Con- 
gress some days, later, it was an entirely 
different thing. It made no reference to 
repudiation of the agreements. All that it 
repudiates is Russia’s postwar action, some- 
thing that all of us have been doing for 
the past seven years.

Says Doctors Only Protest Absurd 


Requirements of San Antonio School 


Athens—lI read with interest Harold Mar- 
tin’s recent column concerning the behavior 
of the Army doctors at the indoctrination 
school at San Antonio. As a former ‘“‘stu- 
dent’’ of the school and later as an instruc- 
tor there for many months, I know some- 
thing of the situation, and would like to 
point out a few things from a doctor’s stand- 
point that is naturally different from the 
Washington view. 


What I want to discuss is the business 
of the doctors ‘‘sabotaging’’ the school by 
deliberately giving wrong answers to sim- 
ple questions, not handing in quiz papers 
or carrying on various other sorts of fool- 
ishness. These things have been going on 
continuously since the school began func- 
tioning prior to World War I, and have 
beeneparticipated in by some of the coun- 
try’s most renowned physicians, among 
them those who helped perform the great 
medical feats of the war. Except in iso 
lated instances, they were carried on good- 
naturedly, and only as a half-hearted pro- 
test against some of the absurd require- 
ments of the school. 


Mr. Martin stated that although the 
school does not give instruction in medical 
and surgical subjects, that the doctors are 
which knowledge 
may later come in handy. If the school is 
now giving such instructidn, it is a recent 
and practical innovation, for as long as I 
was there I never saw or handled a weapon 
of any kind. What I did do, along with 
the other doctors, was to ‘“‘right face’’ and 
‘‘to the rear, march” for hour after hour 
of required close-order drill, and to listen 
to lectures on such subjects as ‘The Or- 
ganization of the Infantry’’ day after day 
for eight weeks. 

Actually, unless the school has drasti- 
cally changed since my association there, 
95 per cent of the material is useless to the 
great majority of the doctors who expect 
to spend only two or three years in the 
Army. When you think of the thousands 
of ordinarily busy physicians who have to 
waste this much time, you can see that 
there is some justification for the eccentric 
behavior of the doctors at the San Antonio 
school.

World Industrial Output Trebled 


In 1932-51

UNITED NATIONS, N. /Y., 
March 1 — Expansion of the 


world’s. industrial production— 
mining and manufacturing—at- 
tained a record index figure in 
1951 of 133, on a basis of 100 for'| 
1948, as against 118 for 1950, ac- 
cording to the fourth statistical 
yearbook of the United Nations, 
released today. 


Shifts and changes occurring | 
over the past two decades are | 
reflected in the 554-page volume, 
which covers 250 geographical 
areas and includes 177 tables of 
demographic, financial, economic 
and social statistics. It was com- 
piled with the co-operation of 100 
national statistical offices and 
the specialized agencies of the 
U. N., and includes estimates of 
recent production of coal, petro- 
leum and. steel in the Soviet 
Union, provided by the U. N. eco- 
nomic commission for Europe. 


By the end of 1951, the year- 
book shows, world industrial pro- 
duction had more than doubled 
the 1929 levels, and was more 
than three times greater than 
the index figure of 43 registered 
in 1932. It was 75 per cent higher | 
than the index mark of 16 
reached in 1937. 


U. 8. INCREASE 


Between 1937 and 1948, com- 
parisons reveal, the major factor 
in this growth was a rise of 
nearly 70 per cent in the United 
States. Simultaneously a drop of 
9 per cent was recorded in Eu- 
rope. Between 1948 and 1951 in- 
dustrial production rose in Eu- 
rope by 45 per cent and in the 
U. S. S. R. by 70 per cent, while 
U. S. totals advanced another 15 
per cent over the high level of 
1948. 

With coal retaining its lead as 
the principal source of energy | 
despite the increasing challenge | 
of the petroleum and hydroelec-| 
tric industries, the United States 
in 1951 accounted for 40 per cent 
of the world production of that 
fuel, which totaled 1,258,000,000 
metric tons—4 per cent more than

Rene Mayer said today the Euro- 
pean Defense Community is 
France’s last chance to prevent 
the rebirth of German militarism.

We went to call on the judge the other afternoon when things 
were particularly: dull around President Eisenhower’s press head- 
quarters and it was a very rewarding experience. We found him 
in the garden across the highway from his house with the great 
camellia bushes towering around him like Christmas trees loaded 
with red and white and pink blooms. The camellias grow in the 
midst of a pine grove and as we talked to Judge Hammond the 
trees sighed musically over our heads and a red bird flashed 
through the dark green shadows around us.
